REVIVAL OF BUSINESS. 

It is generally conceded that there is an 
improvement in trade. We do not mean 
that improvement which is shown by an in- 
creased production and an addition to the 
stock of everything offered for sale. Of that 
improvement there has been an abundance, 
—a continuity of production over demand. 
This has been the rule ever since the pros- 
tration. Notwithstanding the great depres- 
sion in all things, and the shrinkage in 
prices, production has continued in excess of 
demand. No matter how many mills closed, 
or how short the time of working, the stock 


for consumption. The result has been a de- 
cline of prices, and sales at a loss. 

Within the last few weeks—extending 
back perhaps a month—there has been an 
improvement, small but healthful; the im- 
provement has been a demand for goods to 


branches of trade there has been a revival of 
consumption, thereby creating an increased 
demand for goods. Small as this improve- 
ment has been, it has been accepted as encour- 
aging, because it has been accepted as evi- 
dence that the bottom has been reached in 
consumption; that the amount of a given 
article bought for use has sunk as low as it 
will go, and that it has actually not only 
reached the minimum, but ‘has Begun. to 
grow upward again. The New York Bulletin 
enumerates the instances where this im- 
provement has been shown It has extended 
to the cotton-goods trade. In bleached 
goods, printing-cloths, and in prints, a de- 
cided advance in prices has been justified by 
the increased demand. Though our facili- 
ties for turning out the coarser or cheaper 
grades of woolen cloths far exceed the 
amount produced, and the supply has been 
foralong time in excess of the demand, 
still there is a recovery, which is further 
strengthened by an advance in the price of 
wools. More wool is purchased at an en- 
larged price, which is to be taken as indicat- 
ing an improved market for the manufac- 
tured articles. Silks have advanced 15 to 20 
per cent, not because of any increased de- 
mand, but because of an advance in the 
price of the imported raw material. The 
Bulletin, after reviewing the general outlook 
of the markets, says: 

Patting together all these facts, with the further 
fact that in a wide range of other articles in which 
no rise has been established there is a healthy 
firmness, they must be regarded as amounting to a 
very satisfactory sympton of the condition of 
business. They indicate that, after three years 
during which consumption has fallen behind sup- 
ply, the demand is getting an important ascend- 
ency. It is this very condition of things for which 
we have so long been waiting as the turning point 
of the depression; and now thatit has ceme, we 
may reasonably expect a steady restoration of 
trade to ite usualactivity. There is nothing that so 
helps to instill a buoyant feeling into business as an 
upward movement in prices. Merchants see the 
value of their stocks appreciating, they have fewer 
losses from a depreciation of goods, and their 
profits are above the average. And when such ad- 
vances in prices start from an abnormally low 
level, there are none of those drawbacks that at- 
tend a rise from an already high range of values, 
and all regard the change as a healthy one. The 
effect of such a condition of the markets upon 
manufactures is illustrated in such occurrences as 
the starting up of the Sprague's Mills, the resump- 
tion of work by the factories suspended during the 
spring at North Adams, and the renewal of opera- 
tions by mills in Pennsylvania which have been 


stopped through low prices. 

The improvement in prices in home pro- 
ductions will naturally lead to an improve- 
ment in the foreign trade. Our imports 
were never so low comparatively as this year, 
and this falling off seriously threatens our 
revenue. For three years the value of the 
dutiable imports has declined, causing a re- 
duction in the revenue. The reduction this 
year promises to be greater than even last 
year, and the deficiency may be a serious 
one. This is partly due to the general de- 
pression of trade and the falling off in con- 
sumption, but itis also due heavily to the 
excessive tariff, which now in many lines of 
goods is prohibitory. all lines of im- 
ports where the duties af6 specific, and the 
value of the goods has fallen 25 to 50 per 
cent, the rate of duty has correspondingly 
advanced, and in many cases defeats im- 
» portation and revenue. 

The increase of foreign trade should also 
inspire an improvement of the export trade, 
and that export trade ought to include a pro- 
portion of manufactures not hitherto main- 
tained under the blighting system of protec- 
tion. Never was there a better or more de- 
sirable opportunity to improve our whole 
trade, foreign and domestic; discarding the 
delusive and fraudulent scheme of protec- 
tion; manufacturing all our products in the 
largest quantities, to be sold to whomsoever 
will buy them; and inviting the largest ex- 
change of commodities wherever it is cheap- 
er to buy than to make, and where it is more 
profitable to exchange than to attempt to 
compete. 

Chicago being in the centre of a region 
whose products are the food of mankind, of 
which there can be no failure of a market, 
and where the cash is paid over to the pro- 
ducer in exchange for his goods, the general 
prostration has not been as great as else- 
where. The consumption of the ordinary 
wants of domestic economy, though largely 
diminished, has not declined to the same 
extent as elsewhere. The Northwest has 
been full of money during the whole period 
since the panic. The slight improvement 
which has been noticed elsewhere in the 
country has been felt decidedly here. It has 
increased the number of workmen employed 
in several branches of manufactures, has 
been felt in the general retail trade, aud has 
even caused some activity and preparations 
for at least a partial revival of the real-estate 
market. The building in the city during the 
year has been extensive, causing a demand 
for materials and labor, and adding by the

THE WHISKY CASES. 
The statement comes from Washington 


that Attorney-General Tarr has concluded 


to advise the President to pardon the men 


now in the County Jail for complicity in the 
whisky frauds. These men pleaded guilty, 
as they have testified on oath, on the assur- 
ance from the Government that, if they did 
pleaded guilty, they should have the least pun- 
ishment, and should all be punished equally. 
They were, however, sentenced variously 
from three months totwo years. They have 
all made affidavits to this effect. H. B. Mu- 
LER, in his affidavit, says that a committee 
of the second batch was appointed to visit, 
and did visit, the office of Mr. Banas, and 
Mr. Ayer, and Mr. BobrzLLx, the Government 
attorneys; that after a general consultation 
it was agreed that all but Pamumaw and Rus 
‘should plead guilty to two counts and 
withdraw their opposition to the condemna- 
tion of their property, and they, on their 
part, promised that all the distillers of the 
sécond batch should be treated alike.” 

Bonnobons represents the agreement to have 
been: They (the Government) finally 
arranged that if we would plead to two 
counts, one called the conspiracy count and 
the other the count charging the removal of 
spirits, we all should be served alike.” 
Rook made a similar statement. Hsm 
states that the Government accepted his plea 
of guilty as a distiller, and promised that he 
should be punished as the other distillers 
were punished. 

This is the ground upon which the pardons 
were asked,—that the men were tricked into 
pleading guilty on a promise of nominal

MR. TILDEN’S DEFENSE. 

If Mr. Tum has made or contemplates 
making the statement accredited to him con- 
cerning his income returns, and this is all he 
has to say on the subject, he might better 
have adhered to the silent contempt with 
which he has treated the discussion for sev- 
eral weeks. The reported defense is that in 
1861 he advanced several hundred thousand 
dollars to his brothers, who were manufac- 
turing chemists, and that this money was 
lost in the business. This statement seems 
scarcely to touch the subject under discus- 
sion. The most apparent contradiction re- 
lates to his income return of 1862, when he 
swore that his taxable income was only 
$7,118, though he has subsequently sworn 
that he received $20,000 from a single 
client during that year. If Mr. Tonne 
advances to his brothers were made 
prior to 1862, they could not possibly have 
been, in whole or in part, his income for 
1862, and if these advances were subse- 
quently lost, they could in no wise affect the 
actual income for the year 1862, which was 
the money actually received or actually. 
earned during that year. But even if the 
advances were made during the year 1862, 
and Mr. Tom had given or loaned to his 
brothers $100,000 actually received or 
earned during that year, it would in no wise 
relieve him from his liability to the Govern- 
ment for the tax thereon. Any construction 
of the law permitting an operation of this 
kind would enable every man to avoid the 
income tax by nominally giving or lending 
his money to a relative or friend in whom he 
had confidence. 

The adoption of this explanation, besides 
being wholly unsatisfactory in itself, also 
leaves Mr. Tron in an embarrassed atti- 
tude, inasmuch as he has tacitly indorsed the 
statement made by his private secretary and 
taken up by the Democratic newspapers, to 
the effect that the apparent discrepancy is to 
be explained by the fact that he returned his 
earnings for the year and not his actual re- 
ceipts. If Mr. Tom now adoptsa new 
line of defense, it will leave him under the 
suspicion of having put out the other by 
proxy as a sort of feeler, and withdraw- 
ing it because it was found not to answer. It 
is to be hoped that, whatever the defense 
may be now, Mr. Tom will assume per- 
sonal responsibility for it, so that it may be 
examined on its merits and determined ac- 
cordingly either to his relief or his disad- 
vantage. ) 

It is not out of place, in view of the latest 
outlined defense, to recall the fact that the 
income-return blanks had printed in a con- 
spicuous manner at the top the words: 
‘‘Gross AMOUNTS MUST BE sTaTED.” The 
blanks then proceeded to give in detail the 
sources from which the income could possi- 
bly have been derived, including profits in 
trade or vocation, rents, interest on notes, 
dividends on bonds, salary, eto. Then fol- 
lowed a detailed statement of all exemptions 
allowed by law, including necessary expenses 
of carrying on trade, national, State, and 
local taxes, repairs, insurance, interest on in- 
cumbrances, the amount of $600 exempt 
by law; ete. From this statement it 
is clear enough just what the law 
required Mr. Trmpen to return, and 
the explanation attributed to him shows that 
he did not comply with the law. Such an 
explanation, properly substantiated and ac- 
companied by a detailed statement of his 
actual income and a detailed statement of 
his actual gifts or loans to his brothers, might 
possibly relieve him from the infamy of in- 
tentional perjury, but it will not acquit him 
of violating the law and withholding a tax 
that was justly due the Government. 

But this is not all there is to the case. Mr. 
Tom made income returns for only two 
years, viz.: 1862 and 1864. For 1863, 1865, 
and subsequent years he made no returns. 
The New York Tine has credited him 
with being assessed and paying during those 
years the tax on an average annual income 
of $15,000, but a statement comes from 


ever, that he paid a tax on $15,000 income 
for eight years, this would make a gross in- 
come of $120,000 during that time.

millions of dollars; we have seen his per- 
sonal fortune stated nowhere at less than 
two millions. to the latest ex- 
planation, he had lost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in 1861 by advances to his 
brothers, and he was a poor man in 1862. 
Then he must have earned the great bulk of 
his personal ‘fortune, now estimated at two 
millions at the least, in the subsequent years ; 
but he paid a tax on aggregate earnings during 
that time of only $120,000. The latest ex- 
planation, therefore, leaves him in the atti- 
tude of having defrauded the Government 
during these eight years out of a tax due it 
on from one to two millions of dollars. 
That he did so by a violation of the law in 
neglecting to return his income is scarcely 
less reprehensible for a man in his position 
than if he had done it by swearing to false 
returns. He will still be in the attitude of a 
man asking the people to elect him to the 
chief management of a Government which 
he had plundered by violating its laws and 
withholding his share of the common taxa- 
tion. 
“BOB” INGERSOLL AT THE EAST. 

Probably there is no man in the country 
who is doing more efficient work for the elec- 
tion of Hares and Wazrier than Col. Ros- 
ert G. Ixonnsot z, the Illinois orator. His 
presence in the East has been almost mag- 
netic, He has infused spirit into the 
campaign wherever he has gone.

I want no grander, no higher title of 
nobility than this, that 1 belong to the Republican 
party and did a little toward making this Republic- 
an party a fact. 

This is a plain matter of fact clothed in 
the most glowing garb of eloquence. It is 
to the Republican party that the United 
States of America owes its existence as 3 
National Republic, in which every man en- 
joys perfect personal freedom’ and equal po- 
litical rights. Before the ascendency of the 
Republican party, and under the dominion 
of the old-time Democratic State-Sovereignty 
doctrine, we had nothing but a confedera- 
tion, or a league, or a treaty between sep- 
arate political entities to be disrupted at the 
pleasure of any of the contracting parties.

It was the 
doctrine which suggested the illegality of the 
War debt and led up to the agitation for ro- 
pudiation which the Democratic party tried 
for years, and which it still entertains in a 
large degree. It is the doctrine that now con- 
trols the political conduct of the ex-Oonfed- 
erates, who expect to enable the Democratic 
party to gain control of the Government and 
whocount upon controlling the party. It is the 
doctrine that suggests the introduction into 
Congress of bills for the payment of the 
Rebel claims and losses by the Oonfederates 
during the prosecution of the War. It is 
the doctrine which, still possessing the souls 
of the Democratic leaders, needs only the 
opportunity to precipitate again, in some 
shape or other, all the ills the country has 
already suffered from it.

AFTERPIECE TO THE HAMBURG MASSA, 


The chivalrous Southrons who celebrated 
the glorious Fourth by their cowardly butch- 
ery of disarmed ‘‘niggers” at Hamburg, 8. O., 
have not been indicted. It is by no 
means certain that indictments ever will 
be reported against them. Gen.“ Boran 
and his associate assassins, who so promptly 
surrendered themselves after their bloody 
work and demanded speedy trial, we believe, 
are still going about repeating that demand. 
They burn, as it were, with impatience to 
meet their accusers face to face. It will be 
remembered that so red-hot have they grown 
in this desire to face their accusers that, at a 
recent Republiean meeting in Hamburg, 
where Gov. Omampzrnnain was the chief 
speaker, Burian and his gang, well armed, 
appeared and claimed for him a share of the 
time, of which he availed himself to make 
such ferocious demand to see anybody who 
accused him that the meeting was broken 
up. In like fashion, the hunt after their 
accusers was kept up  industriously 
but without avail until the open- 
ing of Court and the meeting of the 
Grand Jury. On that day the mob that did 
the murdering, with their sympathizers from 
Georgia, assembled at the Court-House, in 
Aiken, on pretense of holding a political 
meeting. When the Court opened there 
were in the town upward of one thousand 
White-Liners, mounted and fully armed, be- 
sides reinforcements from Georgia with the 
identical cannon that at the massacre upon the 
Fourth was trained upon the negroes when 
they retreated to their armory. The wit- 
nesses who were to have testified before the 
Grand Jury against Buttes and the others 
implicated in the murders prudently kept out 
of the way. The Judge of the Court seems 
to have been himself completely overawed 
by this ominous gathering of armed men, 
and suggested to the Attorney-General that 
the cases against Buttzr and the others had 
better be continued, which was forthwith 
quietly done. Feeling that some explanation 
of this failure of justice was necessary, the 
Attorney-General addressed a long letter to 
Gov. OnamperRLarN, in which, in guarded 
phrase, he details the facts, as to which the 
Columbia Union-Herald of the 9th inst.

We publish elsewhere the letterof Attorney-Gen- 
eral Stons to Gov.

We 
think the action of the Court and the Attorney-

that found in the condition ef the Ooprt-House 
town of Aiken County on the day on which it was 
expected that bills would have been given to the 
Grand Jury. Its usually still streets were thronged 
by men from four counties. Fully 2,500 Demo- 
crate had assembled, ostensibly to hold a political 
meeting, which meeting had been, of course, pur- 
posely tixed simultaneously with the meeting of 
the Court.

Jt was the same 
artillery that had been used to bombard the militia 
company on that memorable 4th of July, at Ham- 
burg. Again Georgia loaned it to South Carolina, 
and forasimilar purpose if it had been needed. 
All this display of force was made fora purpose. 
That Court and those juries and witnesses would 
have been strange men, indeed, if they could see 
it unmoved. It was wise not to put them to «a 
test. 

The guarded tone in which the Union- 
Herald commented upon “this display of 
force” betrays that it was of such sort and 
has such affiliations that, even at the Capital 
of the State, more than 100 miles from the 


scene, it compelled respectful mention. The 


plain, self-evident fact is, that the murderers 


mustered an armed array that completely 
overawed and overpowered Judge, jury, wit- 
nesses, and Attorney-General, and that any 
attempt, in the regular course of legal pro- 
cedure, by the Grand Jury to have heard the 
testimony against the Hamburg butchers 
would have resulted in another slgughter. 
Nowhere else in the United States could have 
occurred such complete overthrow, by 
armed assassins and their cohorts, 
of the regularly-constituted courts of 
justice. When such an attempt was 
threatened by the Molly Maguires in the 
Pennsylvania mining districts, it was prompt- 
ly put down at the point of the bayonet, 
and the whole country applauded. When it 
occurs in South Carolina, the organs of the 
Confederate Democracy make redoubled 
outcry about the outrage-mill, and there is 
more furious denunciation of the bayonet 
interference which isn’t proposed, but the 
imperative occasion for which is being rap- 
idly created by such performances as this 
afterpiece to the Hamburg massacre.
